FIGHTING DROUGHT 

Are irrigation and other water projects going 
to figure increasingly in the moisture problems 
of the west's drouth areas? Two news articles 
in The Leader-Post the other day suggest that 
they may. 

Over 4,000 applications have been received at 
Regina offices under the Prairie Farm Rehabili- 
tation act from farm and ranchers in the 
prairie provinces asking for the installation of 
irrigation, stock watering or kindred projects 
designed to beat the drouth. At the moment, 
under this act, a large community stock-watering 
reservoir is about to be erected near Davidson, 
Sask. 

Then there is the recorded experience of two 
farmers in the Vanguard, Sask., district. Each 
has rigged up his own irrigation plant, and there 
are other such records in Saskatchewan. Each 
farmer in the Vanguard scheme irrigates a 40- 
acre tract, including wheat, oats, barley and 
alfalfa. When the weather is hot and dry and no | 
rain in sight, they simply “turn on the juice.” 
They expect wheat at 30 bushels to the acre this 
year. They have had these irrigation systems of 
their own for years.—Regina Leader-Post.

Canada and United States with their jurisdice- 
tions divided between federal and provincial 
(or state) authorities have reason to envy the 
simpler and more democratic system of the 
Mother-land, where Parliament can pass any 
law it likes with no fear that its legality can 
be attacked. 

Here in Alberta we have had two recent 
provincial statutes relating to debt disallowed. 
Last month British Columbia had its marketing 
Act disallowed. Its plight is all the more absurd 
because earlier in the year the Privy Council 
disallowed the federal Marketing Act. Some- 
where or other must repose the authority to 
create Marketing Boards, yet in the one case 
the Privy Council of Canada has held that such 
power is not in the federal authority, and in the 
other case the Supreme Court of Canada has 
held that it is not in the provincial authority. 
Had the British Parliament enacted either Act, 
none could have disputed it. 

Disallowance of the Bennett Act to provide a 
Minimum Wage law for the whole Dominion 
enables Quebec to ship canned fruit and canned 
tomatoes into British Columbia in competition 
with the local product. British Columbia is 
handicapped by a 30 cent an hour minimum 
wage in its canning factories, and restricted hours 
of work legislation against the dollar a day and 
long day im Quebec, with the Duplessis gov- 
ernment threatening to throw labor organisers 
into prison on charges of disturbing the public 
peace, if they attempt to improve wage and 
working conditions for the Quebec workers. 

The famous “Gresham's law” evolved by 
Elizabeth's Chancellor, that “bad money drives 
out good” applies in the fields of economics and 
morals too, The bad wages and working condi- 
tions of Quebec threaten the good wages and 
working conditions of the Pacific province. It 
pays the province which has bad laws to keep 
them bad, because thereby it holds an unfair 
advantage against the province with good laws 

we : “” 


Disallowance of many Acts of the “New 
Deal” regime (until Franklin Roosevelt this 
year took steps to outbalance the nine old men 
on the Supreme Court bench of United States 
who act as final arbiter of American legislation) 
reveals a growing weakness of the American 
system. 

he instrument by which the Court effected 
its usurpation of power is the 14th Amendment, 
enacted in 1868 with the intention of protecting 
the newly-liberated negro. The principal sec- 
tion reads: 


“All persons born naturalized in 
United States and subject to the jurisdiction 
thereof, are citizens of the United States and 
of the State wherein they reside. No State 
shall make or enforce any law which shall 
abridge the privileges and immunities of 
citizens of the United States: nor shall any 
State deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property without due process of law; nor 
deny to any person within its jurisdiction 
the equal protection of the laws.” 


Thaddeus Stevens, framer of the Amend- 
ment never contemplated that he was setting 
up protection for wealthy corporations engaged 
in gouging the public, when he sought to pro- 
vide special protection for the negroes. 

Through the magic art of “interpretation” 
the Court transmuted the phrase “nor shall any 
State deprive any person of life, liberty or 
property, without due process of law” into a 
club to crush every important social and eco- 
nomie reform attempted by state and federal 
governments in the last fifty years. 

When North Dakota launched a program of 
state-operated enterprises; when Kansas sought 
compulsory arbitration of labor disputes, when 
Arizona outlawed labor injunctions, when Ten- 
nessee sought to prevent price gouging: by the 
oil trust, when New Jersey tried to prevent job- 
seekers from being robbed by private unemploy- 
ment agencies and to limit the work day in 
bakery sweat-shops, when numerous States 
sought to regulate extortionate prices and limit 
unconscionable profits of public utility com- 
panies, the nine old men on the Supreme Court 
bench of United States, applying the law in- 
tended to protect the negroes, came to the 
rescue of the threatened corporations and dis- 
allowed the statutes aimed at them. 

They have not been the same nine old men 
all along. With changes made necessary by 
death they have numbered 79 in all since Lincoln 
freed the slaves 

Prior to the enactment of the 14th Amend- 
ment the Supreme Court disallowed only two 
federal acts in 75 years. In the 69 years since 


or 


the 14th Amendment was passed they have 
disallowed 72 federa] statutes and 261 state 
statutes. Not more than 50 cases involving 


negroes have come before the court in that time. 

Thus is liberty and progress throttled through 
the interpretation of laws intended to ensure 
liberty and progress 


Steps in Canada are being taken to secure 
amendments to the British North America Act 
to meet the changed conditions of today. Whether 
the Imperial Parliament will enact changes un- 
less agreed to by all the provinces is a matter 
for doubt 

Unless Canada is to have greater growth of 
population in the next quarter century than she 
has seen in the past quarter century, the most 
needed change in the B.N.A. Act might be the 
abolition of the provinces altogether, making 
the federal! House sovereign over the whole of 
Canada—either that or the division of Canada 
into two Canadas, each with complete autonomy 

It seems absurd for each western province 
to maintain a Legislature, a University, a Gov- 
ernment House, a Cabinet, a separate civil code 
and a complete court system including appellate 
courts, for a population no greater than that of 
an English eity like Liverpool or Manehester 
or Neweastle, and half that of Birmingham o1 
Glasgow. The folly of it is turned te mockery by 
discovery that no province, despite its grandi- 
ose pretensions and elaborate overhead, can 
appoint a Marketing Board or fix interest rates, 
or deal with money or commerce 

To throw up our grandiose pretensions would 
saddle responsibility for relief and unemploy- 
ment where it belongs—on those responsible for 
trade policies and the issue of money and credit 
A capable town council could do the rest.

| A Day in Canadian History

June 17 should always be a 
memorable day in Canadian his- 
tory, because it was on that date 


in 1864 that the great coalition was 
formed which broke the political 
deadlock and made confederation 
| possible, The Tache - Macdonald 
| ministry had been defeated in the 
assembly and the next day George 
Brown, in conversation with a Tory, 
hinted that he was willing to com- 
promise to end the crisis, This 
offer was communicated to John A 
Macdonald and on the morning of 
the 17th, John A, and A. T. Galt 
called upon Mr. Brown at his hotel. 
It was a tense moment he two 
Upper Canada leaders had been 
both political and persona] enemies; 
yet they recognized the dangers of 
the crisis, and, after several days’ 
negotiations they, in amicable con- 
verse, agreed upon a basis of coali- 
tion which sent the assembly into 
united enthusism. So intense was 
the rejoicing that one stout French 
Canadian Tory threw his arms 
around the previous “enemy” from 
Upper Canada and gave him a 
smacking kiss, much to the chagrin 
of the editor of The Toronto Globe 
|In the end the coalition was 
| formed, the bases of confederation 
were agreed upon and then George 
Brown withdrew. To him we owe 
the fact that union came as it did 
His shere in the fatherhood of the 
Dominion should never be forgot- 
ten 


Niagara Common saw an histor- 
ieal incident on June 17, 1871, Sir 
George Cartier, the minister of 
militia, made his first visit to a 
militia camp in Ontario and was 
given the formal military welcome 
to which hig office entitled him 
In reply to an address from the 
citizens of old Niagara, the cradle 
of the militia system of Canada, 
Sir George told his hearers that the 
national policy was “defence, not 
ance.” “A country can never
